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FOREWORD 

There has beep a controversy from times im- 
memorial over the alleged evils of slaughter of animate 
( for sacrificial purposes ) and of flesh-eating from the 
standpoint of Hindu S'astra. Those who are accustomed 
to vegetarianism are inclined to non-violent 
attitude towards life (as exemplified in early Buddhism, 
Jainism, Saitkhy a, Yoga & Vaispavism) and are fond of 
finding in the scriptures a general tendency in favour of 
their own views and interpret all the sacred texts 
bearing on the question in/ that light. The other 
party ig naturally opposed to this position, affirming 
that there are undoubtedly passages in the S astras 
which refer to slaughter not only for specific ritualistic 
purposes but even for food. 

The booklet which is herewith introduced deals 
with this interesting question. Its interest is further 
enhanced by the faot thatit comes from the pen of 
Mahamahopadhyaya Yifivanatha Nyayapahchanana, 
the great Naiyayika of Bengal, whose Bha§aparichchheda 
with Nyayasiddhantamuktavali has become a classical 
work for the study of the elements of Nyaya-S'astra. 

Yi^vanatha was the son of Yidyanivasa # Bhatta- 
eharya and the brother of Rudra Nyayavachaspatit 
( and Narayana ). Yidyanivasa was the son of 
Ratnakara Yidyavachaspati, the younger brother of

He was the father of 
Govinda Nyayavagisa, the protege of Raja Raghava of Krisnanagara, 
whose date is 1669 A. D. 
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the great Yasudeva Sarvabhauma, who is believed to 
have been the teacher of four illustrious figures of 
mediaeval Bengal:viz( i ) S'rl Chaitanya Deva,the religi- 
ous reformer, (ii) Ragliunatha S'iromani, the author of 
Tattvachintamani didhiti, the great Logician who 
paved the way in a sense for the study of Nyaya^astra 
in Bengal, ( iii ) Raghunandana, the author of the 28 
Smrti Tattvas, who is still regarded as the highest 
authority in all matters connected with sooial, domestic 
& ritualistic law in Bengal and ( iv ) the great Tantrist 
Krsnananda Agamavagi^a, whose Tantrasara is still 
the one guide book for the performance of Tantric 
ceremo nies in Bengal. 

The date of YUvanatha is known for certain. His 
gloss on the Nyaya sutras was composed at Brindavan 
in S'akal 55 6 1 6 3 4 A, D.) *Mm.Haraprasada 
S'astrl has shown that the Danakhanda of his father 
Yidyanivasawas composed in S'aka 15 10 (=1 588 A, D,). 
It is said that Yigvanatha was one of the pandits who 
presented addresses to Sarvavidyanidhana Kavindra- 
charya Sarasvati on his return from Delhi after the 
successful agitation for the abolition of pilgrim taxes at

It is the most popular gloss on the Sutras of 
Gotama. 

( 3*) Pingala prakaSa ( Com. on Prakrta Pingala). 

( 4 ) Subarthatattvaloka. 

(5 ) Nyayatantrabodhini. 

( 6 ) Mamsatattvaviveka. 

The present edition of Mamsatattvaviveka is based 
on a single Ms. of the work (fols 1-1 3/9 lines per page, 
36 letters per line, 10.4" x 4'-2") in fair Devanagari 
script. It was once in possession of one Bapu Acharya 
alias Ramakrsjia Acharya of Benares and has been 
recently acquired for the Government Sanskrit 
library, Sarasvatl Bhavana, Benares.
